UNRWA DEPUTY CONGEN KONTOS TOLD AMB SCHAUFELE, AND LATER

INFLATION AND OCTOBER WAR, UNRWA'S 1973 DEFICIT WAS $4.5 MILLION 
AND $78 MILLION 1974 BUDGET WAS $12.5 MILLION 
MORE THAN CURRENT ANTICIPATED CONTRIBUTIONS. UNLESS

NETHERLANDS, RECOMMENDING COMITE MEET IN 1975 AND THEREAFTER 
EVERY TWO YEARS. UK PROPOSAL ALSO ACCEPTED WHICH WOULD ADD 
ADDITIONAL QUESTION TO QUESTIONNAIRE SENT NGO'S APPLYING 
FOR CONSULTATIVE STATUS CONCERNING RELATIONSHIP, IF ANY, 

WITH ORGANIZATIONS ALREADY GRANTED CONSULTATIVE STATUS. 

ANOTHER UK PROPOSAL, REJECTED 4(US)6-2, WOULD HAVE RECOMMENDED 
SYG REPORT ON RELATIONSHIPS BETWEEN WORLD COUNCIL OF CHURCHES 
AND ICFTU AND THEIR RESPECTIVE AFFILIATES OR ASSOCIATES IN 
CONSULTATIVE STATUS WITH ECOSOC. COMITE AGREED TO UK PROPOSAL 
CHAIRMAN CONTINUE CONSULTATIONS WITH SANCTIONS COMITE CHAIRMAN 
TO SEEK WAYS OF INVOLVING AND ENCOURAGING NGO'S TO PROVIDE 
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INFO AND ASSISTANCE TO SANCTIONS COMITE REGARDING VIOLATIONS 
OF SANCTIONS AGAINST RHODESIA. DURING SESSION COMITE RECOMMENDED 
THAT 31 ORGANIZATIONS BE ADDED TO LISTS OF THOSE HAVING STATUS 
WITH ECOSOC AND THAT SIX OTHERS BE RECLASSIFIED TO HIGHER 
STATUS. REPORT WAS DISCUSSED BRIEFLY FEB. 8 AND COMITE DECIDED 
TO MEET INFORMALLY FEB. 1 1 TO ADOPT IT WAS WHOLE.
